Having recently visited this remark- 
able fountain of Miner;.

[The following letter from "One of 
Old Harrison's Boys," who resides at 
present in the land of broad prairies, will 
be read with interest b»y his numerous 
friends in this vicinity. Let us hear 
from you again, John.] 

[Correspondence of tlic Cynthiana News.] 

Waterloo, (Clark co.) Mo., ) 
May 25, 1855. ) 
Frilnu Morly: — In pursuance of a 
promise to you and many friends, to give 
you a description of the part of Missouri 
in which 1 stop; [, according to the best 
of my ability, give you what I know of 
Clark county ; its claims upon emigration) 
situation, facilities for agriculture, fertil- 
ity of its soil, climate, health of its citi- 
zens, afce. Situated as it is at the north- 
east corner of the State, with Itwa on 
the north and Illinois on the south, — 
bounded on two sides by free States, it 
has consequently not improved so rapid- 
ly as some other counties of less fertility 
and facilities for transportation, from the

Mot come uere ' Decause tut T woulu 
be too cloc e t0 iwo free States, "bile 
eastern and northern preferred Iowa or 
Illinois; and it was i>m these circum- 
stances that this portion oi Missouri has, 
until within the last few years, been set- 
tled only by men without capital, though 
things have now taken a more happy 
change. Enterprising men seeing lands 
of the very best soil and having facilities 
for transportation greatly superior to 
others which were selling for double pri- 
ces asked for lands in this cuunty, have 
made investments, and lands which two 
years ago sold for two and two-and-a- 
half dollars per acre, are now selling for 
live dollars, and those which are improv- 
ed very readily command ten and twelve 
dollars per acre, and some farms have 
been sold fur twenty and twenty-live 
t»< r acre, whilo there are thuusauds ot 
acres which can be bought for live dol- 
iais, and only require improvement to 
make them as valuable; and while the 
soil is verv urodue.tive. the. broad Miss- 
issippi is ever ready to transport to one 
of the best inland markets in the United 
States the products of our soil at a very 
small per cent, upon its value. 

Hearing cattle is an extensive b oslaess 
and may be increased greatly to the 
profit of the speculator, as the wide- 
spread prairies lurnish the most luxuri- 
ant frees f ree of cost, while a small sum 
only is required to have sufficient amount 
of hay cut to winter a large herd of cat- 
tle. Cattle fatten very fast on the wild 
grass — from three to five months grazing 
will make beef of four year olds.

county, and grazed and fed here at the 
same per cent. less. Labor is very high. 
Mechanics command from Si 50 to §9 
per day. The climate is but little cool 
er than that of the northern part of ivy. 
Health is generally as good here as in 
any part of your State. I have not 
heard of nor seen the first case of chills 
and fevers since 1 have been in the 
country, and although we cannot boast 
of many beautiful villages or towns, 
(none to compare with Cynthiana..) still, 
young men of small means can make it 
to their interest to come west, and when 
that is the move, Clark county has as 
m;iny inducements as any other portion 
of the west, from the fact that he can 
here find lands at half the cost which he 
will have to pay for lands of the same 
advantages for agriculture, stock raising, 
safe and convenient transporting purpo- 
ses in any other section. Here, young 
men of professional talents and business 
qualifications can easily and quickly get 
into lucrative employment. Men of ev- 
ery class can find employment which 
will pay them well, in a peaceable and 
intelligent community. I think Clark 
county offers every inducement, especial- 
ly to southern emigration.

Horrible Murder in WlBBlnafr. 

The Winchester (Ivy.) Chronicle, of 
of Thursday, furnishes us with the follow- 
ing: 

Our citizens were shocked yesterday 
afternoon by the perpetration of a mur- 
der in our streets, which for horrible cold- 
bloodedness we have never known sur- 
passed. While Mr. J as. Rutledge ami 
Patrick Kusick,an Irishman working for 
Mr. R., were drinking at the bar in 
Brace's tavern in this place, another 
Irishman who gives his name as J as. 
Reddy, attempted to get up a difficulty 
with Kusick, but was put out of the house 
by the barkeeper. In a few moments 
Ivusick turned from the bar and stepped 
out of the door upon the pavement, 
when he was again attacked by the stran- 
ger, who was evidently determined on B 
fight. Kusick remonstrated, protesting 
that he did not know the other, and re- 
marking that he was not afraid of no 
man, but did not want a difficulty. Red* 
dy then seized him by the collar and 
shook him, when Mr. Rutledge interfer- 
ed, and putting his band on Kusick** 
shoulder, told him not to have any dtlli 
culty there. 

Whih; in that position, Reddy stabbed 
Kusick twice with a knife, once in the 
stomach and once in the heart; his hand 
was drawn back for the third blow, but 
was caught by some person standing 
near. The wounded man staggered a 
few paces, fell and expired. The mur- 
derer turned and ran round the house, 
but was seized before he had gone far, 
and is now safely lodged in jail.

The Anti- American party, at 
South, which falsely and without any 
right assumes the name of Democratic, 
is perpetually reiterating the charge 
against its antagonist, the American 
party, that it is Abolitionist— inimical to 
the institution of slavery, and the rights 
of the South, therein. We have repeat- 
edly exposed the falsehood and injustice 
of this charge; and, yet, our opponents, 
in this county, continue to re-assert it, 
as confidently, as if we had not nailed it 
to the counter, as a political lie. We 
have borne with the arrogance and inso- 
of our opponents, in reiterating 
iny on the fair fame of the 
party, until forbearance has 
ceased to be a virtue. We now hurl the 
charge back into the teeth of our oppo- 
nents, and distinctly charge and assert, 
that the falsely so called Democrntic par- 
ty, in the South, is an anti Southern, and 
Abolitionist, as well as an anti-Ameri- 
can faction — the ally of the most rabid 
Abolitionist, of the must inveterate ene 
mies of the South. We make this charge 
deliberately and advisedly; and will sus- 
tain it by facts and arguments, which we 
defy our opponents to gainsay. 

From whence has Abolitionism, at the 
North, heretofore, acquired its strength, 
its power to do mischief? From one 
source, alone; and 'hat has been for- 
eign emigration, clothed with political 
power by naturalization! Before Eu- 
rope began to empty the millions of her 
surplus population into the free States of 
the North, political Abolitionism was un- 
known, as a disturbing element in our 
political system. That dangerous fa- 
naticism, which has so long threatened 
the dissolution of the Union, dates its 
rise from the commencement of that 
enormous inrlux of foreigners, which for 
twenty years has been flowing into the 
North, with constantly increasing vol- 
ume. Before that period, the North and 
the South, left to grow by the natural 
gradual increase ol their own native pop- 
ulations, but slightly affected by acces- 
sions from abroad, marched on together 
in equality and harmony; the equilibrium 
of numbers and political power, between 
the two sections of the Union, undisturb- 
ed; equally potential in the Federal gov- 
ernment; and mutually respecting each 
other and each others' rights. 

When was it that Northern Abolition- 
ism and Northern superiority of num- 
bers, first began to disturb the happy e- 
quilibrium. and threaten the South with 
political subjugation and the overthrow 
of the institution of Slavery? It was 
when the great tide of Irish and German 
emigration began ts break upon our 
shores, and the North began to feel that 
she was gaining upon the South, in pop- 
ulation and consequent political power. 
That emigration has been the chief source 
•f all the wrongs and dangers of the 
South during the past tweuty years. 

These hosts of foreign emigrants have 
chiefly located in the North, and continue 
to locale there. They are generally pre- 
judiced against the South, and avoid it. 
The consequence has been that the 
North has been steadily gaining upon the 
South, in population ; and, consequently, 
in her representative lorce in Congress, 
and her influence in the National gov- 
ernment. That gain in political power, 
on the part of the North, has proved, at 
once, the temptation and the means to 
incite and enable her to threaten and 
innovate upon the institutions and rights 
of the South. The possession of supe- 
rior power is in its nature corrupting; it 
ever tends to abuse — to t> ranny . What 
patriot, either North or South, has not 
noticed, w ith alarm and regret, the haugh- 
ty, despotic and threatening tone which 
the North has been of late years assu- 
ming towards the South and Southern 
institutions, inflated as she was with the 
consciuusness of a vast and ever increas- 
ing superiority of numbere, derived from 



foreign emigration. 

h is arithmetically demonstrable, that 
Lf the present tide of foreign emigration 
-shall continue to flow into the North, for 
ten or twenty years to come, adding hall 
a million Annually to her population, the 
wifl be reduced to political inaig- 



nilicance, in the Federal Union, to a 
state of hopeless political weakness and 
degredation, holding her institutions and 
constitutional rights, at the sufferance of 
an overwhelming and fanatical majority 
at the North. 

What is the policy of the anti- Amer- 
ican party at the South? It is uncom- 
promising opposition to the checks on 
foreign emigration and naturalization, 
which the American party proposes — it 
is, to sanction, encourage and perpetu- 
ate that enormous influx of foreign vo- 
ters into the North, which has already 
thrown the South into a minority of 
numbers, and threatens the annihilation 
of her power and influence in the con- 
federacy. Let them come, and swell 
the already inflated population of the 
North, until nhe shall outnumber the 
South, ten to one, says this boasted Jef- 
fersonian, Democratic, State rights, and 
far excellence Southern party! This 
is the kind of support which this immac- 
ulate Southern party gives to the inter- 
ests and institutions of the South — it 
strives with all its might to swell the 
ranks of the rival and enemy of the 
South, at the rate of half a million of 
souls a year! This is the party which 
the South is expected to cherish — a par- 
ty whose sole policy is to aid in reducing 
her to political insignificance, by con- 
tinuing the importation of the foreign 
legions which are hereafter to complete 
her subjugation. If this is not pure, un- 
mitigated Abolitionism, we confess that 
we don't know the meaning of that term. 

What is political Abolitionism? It 
does not consist in mere denunciations 
of slavery; but, in any line of policy that 
threatens the security of the institution 
of slavery. What more effectual means 
could be used to imperil the rights of the 
South in her slave property than to an- 
nually augment the ranks of the enemies 
of slavery and Southern rights, by the 
accession of half a million of foreigners; 1 
This is the aim and policy of the anti- 
American party at the South; and, there- 
tore, it is an Abolitionist faction; its pol- 
icy is Abolitionist; it it shall succeed, it 
will accomplish more for the increase 
and triumph of Abolitionism, than all 
the Garrisons and Greeley s of the North 
combined. 

The opponents of the American party 
may seek to dodge the responsibility of 
lending the most efficient aid and succor 
to the Abolition cause by the policy of 
their party, but they cannot escape it. — 
We have fastened it upon them by facts 
and logical deductions, which we defy 
them to evade. When they arrogantly 
make the charge of Abolitionism against 
the American party, we suggest to them 
the propriety of at least leaking an ef- 
fort to clear their own skirts of the in- 
delible stain of the worst kind of practi- 
cal Abolitionism, which like the blood of 
murder they can never wash out with 
all the soap of political sophistry.

Logistature, Capt. Hugh Newell, and ex- 
pect to receive your suffrages for him. 
This expectation is based upon the pre- 
tensions of Capt. Newell to being a Tem- 
perance man. Now, gentlemen, let us 
examine into the Temperance profess- 
ions of the Captain, and see if his works, 
his actions, will justify his pretensions — 
if he has acted towards the Temperance 
men of Harrison county in such a man- 
ner as to justify them in giving him their 
suffrages. 

Early in the spring of 1853, a conven- 
tion of the friends of Temperance assem- 
bled in Cynthiana, for the purpose ot se- 
lecting candidates to make the race, at 
the ensuing August election, for the Leg- 
islature. Capt. Newell and Dr. Joseph 
II. Hawkins were the gentlemen selected 
to make that race. Capt. Newell, in a 
letter declining the proffered honor, and 
which letter was published in the Cyn- 
thiana News, gives as one reason for his 
declination, that his ' age and domestic 
relations forbid that he should further en- 
gage in the political contests of the day." 
He stated to the committee that waited 
upon htm, informing him of his nomina- 
tion, and requesting him to accept said 
nomination, that if he should ever here- 
after offer for office, it would be as their 
nominee, but he did not wish to make 
the, then, present race. 

At a convention that assembled in the 
court-house in Cynthiana, on the 20th 
of November, 1854, for the purpose of 
sending delegates to the State convention 
that met in Louisville on the 13th of De- 
cember last, Capt. Newell not only de- 
clined participating in that convention, 
but relused to act as its President; refused 
to serve on any committee, or take any 
part in the action of that convention, 
save as "a looker-on in Venice." 

We merely state these facts so that 
our friends may know what kind of a 
Temperance man the Democrats are en- 
deavoring to make them swallow.
